Stephen
Longfellow and Zilpah Wadsworth were
married January 1, 1804, in the parlor
of a house on Congress street, Portland,
where young Henry W. spent his boy-
hood and youth. Mrs. Stephenson in-
vited her brother and his wife to spend
the winter of 1806-07 with her at the
big house at the corner of Fore and Han-
cock streets, as her husband was away
on business in the West Indies and it
was lonely for her in the big house,
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, named
after Lieutenant Henry Wadsworth, was
born in the Fore stréet house Felbruary.
